LB 391 would create the Nebraska Invasive Species Council. The Council, including representative of the Department of Agriculture, 
the Game and Parks Commissio'n and the University of Nebraska-Lincoln, would meet to make recommendations, develop a statewide 
adaptive plan, serve as a forum for discussion, assist with public outreach and provide information to the Legislature. Because LB 391 
does not specify that a particular state agency will house the council or provide research and administrative support to the council, it is 
estimated that the only cost to state agencies would be staff time to participate on the council.
